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June 13th Parade the Circle Celebration 
Highlights Local and International Artists & Performers 

(Cleveland, OH) Art, music, dance and theater — there's something for everyone to enjoy at the Ninth 
Annual Parade the Circle Celebration on Saturday, June 13 from 1 1 a.m. to 4 p.m. This free 
community arts event is presented by the Cleveland Museum of Art and University Circle Incorporated, 
along with more than 25 University Circle organizations. 

The day-long celebration will feature a dazzling visual arts Parade, sponsored by Metropolitan 
Savings Bank, and a wide array of multi-cultural entertainment and activities as a part of the Wade Oval 
Festivities. 

"The Parade has become a piece of moving theater..." says Robin VanLear, Parade artistic 
director. "Each year the entries become more creative and animated." This year, VanLear chose "Jumble 
Moves" as the theme to reflect the energy of an urban environment. 

Starting at noon, participants from all walks of life will debut these one-of-a-kind entries in the 
"Jumble Moves" Parade. Unlike other parades, this unconventional spectacle relies solely on artistic 
expression and creativity, without using words, logos, motorized vehicles or live animals. 

The opening ensemble will feature dance students from Hathaway Brown School (Shaker 
Heights) who will perform a "Jumble Moves" dance staged by Cleveland Heights choreographer Vivian 
Vail. Some of the 60 entries to follow include a Tossed Salad with Caesar '‘Dressing" by members of the 
art therapy program at Abington Arms Apartments, a Bountiful Garden by the students of Mary 
McCIeod Bethune Elementary School (Cleveland), and Si. George and the Dragon, a legend re-created 
by students at Riverside High School (Painesville.) The Parade will also feature a 15-foot-tall, lizard-like 
creature created by artists from Mexico and giant, dancing puppets made by carnival artists from 
Trinidad and Puerto Rico. 
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Spectators can also enjoy a variety of entertainment and food on the Wade Oval Green, where 
the Wade Oval Festivities will be underway before and after the Parade. This year’s festivities will 
include three stages featuring musical and dance performances from local and international talent. The 
eclectic array of musical guests includes: country/swing group, HillBilly IDOL; East African folk 
group Jabali Afrika of Kenya; blues performers Mr. Downchild and the Housero.ckers; folk artists 
Rhubarb Pie; and the lively sounds of The New Orleans Jazz Ensemble. 

Some of Cleveland's most talented modern and folk dance ensembles will perform, including: 
The YARD from The Cleveland School of the Arts, SAFMOD, The Repertory Project, The 
Dance/Theater Collective and Iroko Drum and Dance Society. 

Children can also participate in a variety of hands-on activities presented by more than 25 
University Circle organizations. Some of this year's activities include Panning For Gold! by 
The Cleveland Museum of Natural History, Blindfolded Golfhy the Cleveland Sight Center, 
VnbeWEA VEable Fun by Young Audiences of Cleveland, Musical Discovery. ..It's All Instrumental 
by The Cleveland Music School Settlement and The Cleveland Orchestra, and Headstone 
Rubbings by Lake View Cemetery. A newcomer to this year's festivities, The Cleveland 
Shakespeare Festival, will present Shakespeare .‘Tastes Like Chicken. 

The 1998 Parade the Circle Celebration commemorative posters and T-shirts, designed by 
Wendy Mahon-Hils, can be purchased at the event. 

To complement the entertainment several area restaurants will be serving up their favorite 
dishes on the Wade Oval Green. This year’s exotic food court will feature Brazilian food by Sergio's, 
Asian delicacies by Pearl of the Orient, vegi delights by Soul Vegetarian Central Carryout, tangy ribs 
and BBQ by Hot Sauce Williams, Italian foods by Captain Tony's Pizza, traditional picnic fare by 
Heinen's, gourmet coffees by Java Express, and ice cream desserts by Pierre's Ice Cream. 

The underground parking garage behind Severance Hall (enter from East Boulevard) is 
available for $6. Additional lots offering^ee parking are located throughout the Circle. Wade Oval 
Drive will be closed to traffic during the Parade.

Route: The Parade route begins at noon at the north door of the Cleveland Museum of 

Art. Turning right onto Wade Oval Drive and continuing onto East Boulevard, it 
circles counterclockwise around the Wade Oval Green passing the Cleveland 
Botanical Garden, Cleveland Institute of Music, Western Reserve Historical 
Society and Crawford Auto-Aviation Museum, and the Cleveland Museum of 
Natural History. The Parade ends on the Wade Oval Green.

Theme: "Jumble Moves" is this year's Parade theme. The words were chosen by Parade 

Artistic Director, Robin VanLear to reflect the energy of an urban atmosphere. 
Participating artists are to use the theme to inspire their entries for the Parade. 

The unconventional Parade relies on artistic expression without written words, 
logos, motorized vehicles or live animals.VanLear organized the Parade nine 
years ago, after serving as the artistic director for the Summer Solstice Celebration 
in Santa Barbara, California.

This year's Parade will feature acclaimed guest artists from Mexico, 
Trinidad, Puerto Rico, Toronto, Nigeria and Kenya. From Mexico, 
papier-mache artists, Paula and Miguel Linares will create a brightly 
colored, 15-foot papier-mache creature, known as an "alebrije." 

Carnival arts specialists, Rudolph "Murphy" Winters and Byron 
Joseph are from Port of Spain, Trinidad and will serve as the Parade's 
chief technicians, overseeing the mechanics of this year's giant puppets. 
Byron will be creating the structures for this year's opening ensemble and 
the Parade balloon carriers. 

The East African musical group, Jabali Afrika of Kenya will be featured 
in a unique song and dance ensemble in this year's Parade. 

The Moco Jumbie stilt dancers will be dancing to their own "jumble 
moves" up to 10 feet in the air. This group of highly skilled stilt dancers 
are from Toronto and the Cleveland area. 

Visual and performing artist, Pedro Adorno, of Puerto Rico will create a 
stilt-walking, giant puppet in a brightly colored costume and work with the 
Moco Jumbie stilt dancers. His wife, Cathy Vigo is a dancer and 
choreographer and will participate in the Parade's opening dance segment. 

The first year in 1990, there were 100 Parade participants and 1,000 
spectators. By 1997, there were 1,500 participants and more than 25,000 
spectators.

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About the International Artists (alphabetically) 

Pedro Adorno 

Pedro Adorno, 29, of Puerto Rico is an actor, puppeteer, mask maker, stilter and theater director. Adorno 
has participated in modem dance and experimental dance, performing under the direction of Petra Bravo. 
He has toured as an actor and a musician for three years with the Teatreros AmbuJantes de Cayey. The 
theater group traveled and performed in Martinique and Cuba. Adorno has also organized theater 
workshops in rural communities with the campesino theater MECATE in Nicaragua. A permanent 
member of Vermont's Bread & Puppet Theater from 1991-1993, he toured South Korea, Colombia, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Italy, Scotland, Canada and the U.S.A. In 1993, Adorno founded Agua, Soly 
Sereno, a theater group dedicated to experimental performances, stilting shows with drums, community 
workshops and street theater. 

Jabali Afrika 

This lively band explodes with energy and rhythm as they perform the traditional folk music and dance of 
East Africa. The band members are: Joseck Asikoye, 26, Justo Asikoye, 27, Bernard Kadima, 25, and 
Victor Elolo, 26, all from Kenya. Since the band's formation just five years ago, Jabali Afrika has 
entertained audiences all over the world. In the spring of 1995, the band was invited to headline the 
African Heritage Festival in Germany and Austria, touring over 40 cities. The group has also been 
featured on such international radio networks as the British Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) and Radio 
France. The band is now making a name for itself in America. The group has played in traveling music 
festivals such as the HORDE Festival, Marley Magic Tour and the Caribbean Reggae Festival. Jabali 
Afrika's national television appearances include Mr. Roger's Neighborhood and Good Morning America. 

Miguel & Paula Linares 

Miguel Linares, bom in 1 946, is a papier-mache artist from Mexico City. He is the son of well-known 
papier-mache artist Pedro Linares, who started the Linares’ family business in papier-mache arts during 
the 1 950s. Critics have described the family's art works as bridging the gap between "folk" art and "fine" 
art. Today Miguel, his wife, Paula, and several relatives carry on the family business by creating stunning 
and imaginative papier-mache creatures. The family's trademark is a fierce-looking, lizard-like creature 
known as an "alebrije." These brightly-colored creations have been on view in a variety of arts 
institutions, including the Musee d'Orsay in Paris, The Renwick Gallery in the Smithsonian Institution 
and The Mexican Museum in San Francisco. For the 1998 Parade the Circle Celebration, Miguel and 
Paula Linares will create a walking 15-foot papier-mache alebrije. The art of the Linareses has been 
published m EN CALAVERA: The Papier-Mache Art of the Linares Family ^x\di is available in the 
Cleveland Museum of Art’s book store.

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Cathy Vigo 

Cathy Vigo, 30, of Puerto Rico is a professional dancer, performer, stilter and actress. Vigo was a 
member of Ballet Concierto de Puerto Rico (1983-1984) and Ballet de San Juan (1985-1987). In Puerto 
Rico, she has worked as a ballet teacher in several different academies and seminars, including her own 
Ballet Danza from 1994 until present, Vigo has also danced in IV Encounter of Modern Dance and in 
many modern and experimental dance productions in Puerto Rico. She has worked with such well-known 
Puerto Rican choreographers such as Gloria Llompart, Maria Collazo, Waldo Gonzalez, Awilda Sterling, 
Oscar Mestey, Petra Bravo and Rafael Delgado. She was a permanent member of Bread & Puppet Theater 
in Vermont (1991-1993), touring to South Korea, Colombia, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Italy, Scotland, 
Canada and the U.S.A. 


Rudolph "Murphy" Winters 

Carnival arts specialist, Rudolph "Murphy" Winters, 53, is from Port of Spain and will serve as the 
Parade's chief technician, overseeing the mechanics of this year's giant puppets. Murphy has worked on 
the opening ceremonies of the 1987 Pan Am Games, the lOOth Anniversary of Bastille Day in Paris 
( 1 990), the opening and closing ceremonies for the 1 992 Summer Olympics in Barcelona, and the 1 996 
Summer Olympics in Atlanta.

About the Parade Artistic Director 
Robin VanLear 

Robin VanLear, 49, of Cleveland Heights is the Parade's Artistic Director. VanLear created the first 
Parade the Circle in 1 990, after serving as artistic director for the Summer Solstice Celebration in Santa 
Barbara, California. In 1984, she received her Master of Fine Arts in Sculpture with an emphasis on 
performance, ceramics and wood from the University of California at Santa Barbara. Since then, VanLear 
has served as an instructor on sculpture techniques at the Cleveland Institute of Art and a drawing 
instructor at Santa Barbara City College. She has lectured extensively and has served has a artist-in- 
residence at several schools and art institutions. VanLear has created several art performances and 
installations throughout the Cleveland area. She co-designed the giant puppets and set for Peter and the 
WolfdX the Cleveland Orchestra (1997); co-designed the set, costumes and props for An Aesop Odyssey 
presented by the Cleveland Opera on Tour (1997); co-created and directed of Rockin in the Streets for the 
opening of the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and Museum.
